In practical leims, 
this amounts to ihe following: tf 
the British and Frnnch missiles 
had fewer warheads, tho num- 
ber of warheads in the Soviet 
medium-range mlsBlles would go 
down by the Batne number. This 
approach would apply to the 
aircraft -home weapons of ihe 
same class presently deployed In 
Europe. This would lead to ap- 
proximate parity between the 
USSR and NATO, both in the 
number of medium range car- 
riers of nuclear weapons, l.e« In 
both missiles and planes, and in 
the number of warheads they 
carry. In Moscow II Is stressed 
that when this comes about, thu 
equality will be at s much lower 
level than at present. 

- "This is a highly crucial mo- 
ment In . time, '■ warns Yurt And- 
ropov.

Chicago’s answer could be 
described as tha administration's 
gre alert morsl defeat, a sphere 
In which H has an Inordinate 
number of pretensions. 

The bishops have proclaimed 
a definite and decisive "No" to 
nuclear war. The Chicago docu- 
ment was also sharply critical 
ol the foundations q| American 
nuclear strategy, particularly In 
Ihe following three aspects. 


First, It sees the scale of Ihe 
nuelear menace as posing e 
ihraal Io lha "civilization we 
have slowly constructed and 
even Iho created ordar Itself". 

As Is well known, official So- 
viet statements to dale have 
emphasized the lethal nature for 
Ihe whole ol mankind of Iho con* 
seouenees of nuelear conlllei 
and siren that banking ol win- 
ning a nuclear war Is Insane. 

As for Ihe Pentagon, II Is busy 
devising ways of "prevailing” In 
nuclear conflict. 

Second, the document fakes 
exception to the first use ol 
nuclear weapons. 

Th* Soviet Union Is known to 
have already pledged not Io ba 
Ihe first to use such weapons, 
while the United Slates refuses 
Io follow suit. 

Third, the message recom- 
mends backing tho proposal to 
reach agreement to "halt the 
torting, production and deploy- 
ment ol mw nuclear weapons 
systems”, • , 


August joint communique. But 
no sooner had Ihe ink on tha 
documents dried than the US 
administration announced fresh 
arms deliveries to Taiwan. The 
US emphasized lhal it will con- 
tinue these arms shipments. All 
this Is unacceptable to the Chin- 
ese people, the ambassador 
charged. 

On the subject of Chin- 
ese-Amerlcan trade, he noted 
that under a bilateral trade 
agreement Ihe American market 
should have opened wider to 
Chinese goods, but the Americ- 
an government unilaterally sel 
quotas on Chlnose Imports.

The ABC which tlio children aro 
rending was Issued by llio local 
publishers. Textbooks and ABC- 
books for 43.3 million Soviet 
school children are now publish- 
ed In 46 languages ot tho peo- 
ples of the USSR. And this is 
just a drop In the ocean by com- 
parison lo the total number of 
books published tor children. 

During the present live-year 
plan period alone, Ilia total num- 
ber ol rnpirs ol Hdlon and 
children's literature published 
will run Into 4,800 million. This 
includes works by Soviet and 
modern [orelgn aulhora as well 
as by classical writers. Particu- 
larly popular are books by tho 
Swedish author, Aatrtd Ungren, 
by A. A. Milne, the British chll- 
dren'a writer, as well as lalry 
tales by the Grimm brothers and, 
by Hans Andersen.
